The year 1969 will be one Fort Hays State 
oolbalf fans will calf the "sic 'em" season after 
new coach Tom Stromgren's policy to take the 
game to the opponents. A new system, a new 
coach and a new spirit are ihe ingredients Strom- 
gron hopes to mold into his 1969 Tigers with 14 
'cttoimen back to bolster the chances. 

On paper, the Fort Hays State Tigers look 
better than a season ago unless injuries again 
thin ihe squad as was the case last year. Four- 
lime AII-CSC fullback Rich Dreillng won't be back 
and neither wilt another Alf-CIC choice, lineback- 
er Paul Simmons. Both constitute a major loss but 
with the return of two second-team All-CIC per- 
fumers in end Dennis Spratt and back Jack 
Georgeson, the Bengals have a stellar backbone 
to build around. 

Letrermen returning are QB John Covington, 
Safety Jack Georgeson, SB Ken Caywood, DHB

One area where coach Stromgren thinks the 
Tigers will benefit a great deal is in the number 
of quality transfers he has acquired for the com- 
ing year.

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A Veteran Retires — 1968 

A 25-year coaching 
career came to an end 
in November when 
Wayne J. McConnell 
stepped down from the 
head football job at 
Fort Hays State Col- 
lege. McConnell, a 13- 
year Fort Hays State 
College head coaching 
veteran, compiled a 
composite 88-74-5 re- 
cord in the collegiate 
ranks. At FHS his 13 
teams stand 49-62-4. 

The 56-year-old McConnell formerly coach- 
ed at College of Emporia and four Kansas High 
Schools before coming to FHS in 1956. He will 
remain on the faculty as an associate professor 
of health, physical education and recreation. 

In relinquishing his duties McConnell said, 
"I feel the time has come to turn the job over 
to a younger coach. I am taking this step of re- 
tiring from the football coaching job at this time 
so the new coach will be able to have spring 
fool ball, get acquainted with those players on 
campus and recruit new players. 

McConnell's best mark at Fort Hays State 
came in 1966 when the Tigers posted a 7-2 mark 
and shared the Central Intercollegiate Confer- 
ence football crown. His 1965 and 1962 squads 
were also two of his best as they went 6-2-1 and 
6-3 respectively. 

A 1934 graduate of Washburn University, 
McConnell came to Fort Hays State from College 
of Emporia where he guided six teams to a 39- 
12-1 mark, including four undefeated squads. 
He was named "Little A I [-American Coach of the 
Year" by the Rockne Foundation in 1953, Mc- 
Connell received his master's degree from Em- 
poria State College in 1954. 

A veteran of the U.S. Army, McConnell 
taught and coached at Effingham, Downs, Gay- 
lord, and Manhattan High Schools before mov- 
ing to College of Emporia. He is originator of 
the annua! Fort Hays State College Football 
Coaches Clinic which is held each summer and 
usually attracts about 200 participants.

RMAC History 

The reorganized Rocky Mountain Athletic 
Conference will begin league competition in all 
sports for the first time in 1969, Football and 
cross-country were excluded from RMAC cham- 
pionship play until this season due to previous 
committments in the old CIC 

Fifteen colleges and universities compose the 
new loop and cover five states. The conference 
is divided into two divisions — Mountain and 
Plains Divisions. On June 19, 1967, Harry Ek 
(Doc) Kinseley, former information bureau direc- 
tor of the Western Athletic Conference, was 
named the league's first commissioner. RMAC 
headquarters are located at 1423 South Garfield, 
Denver, Colorado 80210. (Phone; 303-756-6311), 

Members of the new conference include 
four members from the old Rocky Mountain 
Faculty Athletic Conference, four schools that 
competed in the now disbanded Central inter- 
collegiate Conference and seven independent in- 
stitutions. 

The league will be governed by the com- 
missioner who works jointly with the school's 
presidents, A grant-in-aid system has been set 
up to insure equal competition in all sports. 

The RMFAC, upon which the new league was 
formed, is one of the nation's oldest athletic 
conferences, dating back to 1899 when the Colo- 
rado Football Association was formed.

Fort Hays Kansas State College, founded in 
1902, marked its 67th birthday in June. The 
institution Es a tax-supported liberal and applied 
arts college, established and maintained by the 
state to serve the people of Kansas, and particu- 
larly the youth of Central and Western Kansas. 

Fort Hays Military Reservation, established in 
1867 shortly after the Civil War, was abandoned 
by the United States government in 1889, For 
the next 1 1 years, a proposal for wise use of the 
land was repeatedly presented to Congress by 
far-seeing residents of the a; ea. In 1900 the gov- 
ernment enacted legislation granting the land to 
the State of Kansas for three designated pur- 
poses: as a state college, as an agricultural ex- 
periment station and as a state park* All are 
now in existence on the land. 

The college opened June 23, 1902, with 34 
students, two faculty members and 19 courses. 
For two years the college held its sessions In two 
old Fort Hays buildings on the fort grounds* 

The institution has grown steadily to its pres- 
ent enrollment of an estimated 5,448 students, 
with more than 800 courses and about 250 fac- 
ulty members. This growth is further reflected 
in a steady building program that includes such 
recent construction as the new library, Malloy 
Hall, the new speech and music center; comple- 
tion of a six-story women's residence that houses 
some 600 coeds; an addition to Albertson Hall, 
the science building; new maintenance buildings; 
a new men's dormitory; and new married student 
housing; and complete remodeling of parts of 
several campus structures has taken place, and a 
new power piant is in operation* 

The campus is located immediately to the 
southwest of the city limits of Hays, on Big 
Creek, which wanders through the campus. 
The campus proper consists of about 80 acres, 
while all of the college land totals 4,160 acres 

Fort Hays State reflects the community and 
the area in blending new and old, tradition and 
progress, while serving as the educational and 
cultural center of Western Kansas.

PRESSBOX: The main pressbox includes ade- 
quate facilities for press and radio. It is located 
atop the east stadium. Included are two enclos- 
ed radio booths; one is used by KAYS for each 
home game. The main press room is used by 
the working press, publicity personnel of the 
competing schools, statisticians and the public 
address and scoreboard personnel. Another 
large enclosed box is commonly called the 
"President's Box" and is used by college officials; 
It is not available for press or scout use. 

SCOUTS AND CAMERAMEN: A new box was 

constructed in 1962 atop the west stadium. It is 
divided, half for movie cameramen and half for 
visiting scouts. The new box is white; the main 
pressbox is native stone. 

PRESSBOX PASSES: These are required for 
everyone seeking admission to either box— press, 
radio, cameramen, scouts, publicity personnel, 
etc. Write the sports information director, pref- 
erably at least a week in advance to allow time 
for mailing. Late requests will be filled when 
possible; passes in those cases will be left at the 
ticket window. NOTE: The scout for the next 
Tiger opponent will be given preference; others 
will be seated if room is available. 

RADIO: Radio stations wishing to broad- 

cast a Tiger game must make their own arrange- 
ments with Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. in 
Hays, Also contact the sports information direc- 
tor at FHS to determine available facilities and 
to assure receiving press services. 

FILING; A telephone is available in the main 
pressbox; another is located elsewhere in the 
stadium. Phones at Martin Allen Hall on the 
campus may be used after the game. Any news- 
paper desiring Western Union service must make 
its own arrangements by contacting the Hays 
Western Union office, 116 W. 11th. 

SERVICES: Although the sports information 
service at FH5 does not control all phases of the 
pressbox operation, we will do our best to serve 
you in any way. Before game: Programs, line- 
ups, number changes, flip cards, cumulative sta- 
tistics for season, etc. During game; Detailed 
play-by-play sheets as each page Is completed, 
team statistics and individual leaders at halftime. 
After game (as soon as possible): Final statistics 
and scoring summary.

A complete overhaul will be in store for the 1969-1970 
basketball season as only four returning lettermen, one a 
starter, bolster Coach Chuck Brchm's fifth-year opener. Mar- 
ty n Howgill, 6-8 pivot, returns to guide a 9-13 team that 
finished fourth last year in the Rocky Mountain Athletic Con- 
ference. Brehm, however, is confident about the upcoming 
season, "We have a great bunch of kids coming back and I 
think we'll have a good season because of their fine attitude/' 

Gone from the 1968 crew is MAI A All-American Bill 
Greving (16.9 average} and high scoring Gene Rider (16.1), 
Howgill represents the only starter back but Leneal Locke 
played a Jot as d’d Darryl Ape! who came on strong the 
second half of the season.

Newcomers also add some lustre to ihe season's pros- 
pects as Daryl Stockstill of Hutchinson junior College will be 
trying for a position, The 6-4 Stockstill along with three other 
Juco transfers could provide additional punch to the offense.
